“ Rehabilitation in the downtown streets 
should be perfect, once for all,” said Mr. 
Roach. “ This is the section which is most 
in the public eye. The crushed’ stone foun- 
dation will be of temporary character and 
will be criticised as a makeshift. It will not 
satisfy the citizens of Chicago. What they 
want and what they are entitled to is tracks 
laid on the same foundation as has been laid 
and is now’ unde. construction by this com- 
pany in other parts of the city. It is our in- 
tention to construct the downtown tracks 
with the same care as a watch, and we never 
will consent to any sort of rehabilitation 
which makes this impossible.” 


Explains Board’s Reasons. 

Mr. Weston explained the reasons for the 
board’s action. 

“Tt is a mistake to call this type of con- 
struction ‘temporary,’ ”’ he said. ‘* It is in- 
tended to be as permanent as any other type 
It is ordered in view of the subway project 
and because the subway may have to be 
built directly under these lines. In that event 
the tracks will be supported tenyporarily, 
while this ballast will drop out, When the 
street is restored it will be an eaby matterto 
fill in concrete foundations for the tracks. 
which will be made more substantial in this 
way than hy putting in the concrete at the 
start. 

‘ The streets selected were chosen because 
the tracks on them are worse than elsewhere, 
or else to provide wider space between track 
centers for the accommodation of new cars, 
or for other reaso No more streets were 
named at this time because we are not going 
to icar up the whole loop district at one time,”’ 


Change in Car Line. 

During the rehabilitation of the Adems 
street line the east bound cars will cross the 
river on Madison street, running south 
again to Adam# on Dearborn street. The 
weet bound cars will be operated as usual 
for the present. 

Officials of the compeny said a considerable 
amount of reconstruction known as special! 
work and including the installation of curves, 
frogs, and crossings, has been delayed by 
incompleteness of plans in Preparation by 
the board, of supervising ergineers. The 
plang are promised on Saturdsy. The road 
has rehabilitated fifty-seven miles of track 
at a cost of $150,000 a mile, employing as 
many as 3,000 laborers at one time.

“Are the resultant 
gains any leas * abnormal ’ than the supposed 
or actual pliferings of the rich? 


Small Dealers Also Dishonest, 

“ Yet the parallelism is rarely insisted upon. 
Why? Because to the public at large the 
gains of the lesser business men do not seem 
so out of proportion to their individual ac- 
tivity ag to require explanation on the ground 
of fiegitimacy. 

“ Consequently, there is seldom any at- 
tempt to scrutinize their methods closely, al- 
though their gaine are surely leavened at 
times by fraud and sharp practice as are 
those of the wealthiest men in the land, But 
when it comes to the great fortunes there is 
@ suddén change of attitude. — 

“When it is seen that a man.such as Astor, 
by judicious purchese and sale of certain 
righte of ownership, may add millions to the 
value of his property, criticism at once be- 
comes rife. However great the ability dis- 
played in effecting such transactions, it le 
felt to have no connection with the size of 
the return, and the cry of ‘unearned’ is im- 
mediately raised. 


Thinks Whole System Faulty. 

“Then an explanation of his unusual gains 
is sought for in the wickedness of his acts 
rather than in the institutions and the situa- 

tion which condition his activity. His whole 
career is gone over with an eye to searching 
out iniquity. 

“If tt be discovered (and it usually can 
be, since few business transactions stand the 
test of noncommercial standards of conduct), 

it is them hastily inferred that dishonesty af- 
fords in large part an explanation for exces- 
sive wealth accumulations. 

“In point of fact, the sharp practices of the 
average business man are just as dishonest, 
and probably as wideepread. Hence any 
sweeping condemnation of the man of great 
fortune on such ground invoives both large 
and small. The result is an unconscious in- 
dictment of our whole system of business re- 
lations—whether justly or not, is irrelevant to 
the present inquiry.”

The chancellor defends Sehator Foraker tn 
his dealings with Jolin D. Archbold of the 
Standard Oil company, while Mr. Taft, re- 
publMecam nominee for the presidency, is re- 
ferred to asa “ politica appointee ”’ of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt. | 

The chancellor charges thet not only did 
Roosevelt, when a candidate four years ago, 
hobnoeb with trust magnates and urge them 


‘ M to eecure money to elect him, but that upon 


his election he. appointed toa position in his 
+ cabinet aman who held at the time a re- 
taining fee from a large corporation; the lat- 
ter still being a membeér of his cabinet. 

The interview follows: 

“Things I predicted more than two years 
ago and that are on record have come true, 
other sequences hurrying their conclusion. 


Says Presidency Has Degenerated. 

‘Never has this country known such a 
condition politically. Never has it seen its 
presidency descend tp such shameful de- 
generacy and demagogery. Its high moral 
ideas are boosted far above trusts, which it 
“considers the sum of all villainy. Yet these 
are made contemptible by revelations show- 
ing the glaring inconpistency of the chief 
boaster. 

“Por Senator Foraker to procure hb loan 
for political friends who wish to purchase a 
pa»er for a contest shocks Mr. Roosevelt. 
But the president was practical when he 
wanted $260,000 put where it would dio mest 
good when his election was involved. What 
was such a great sum fo be used for?

Claims Trust Is Fostéred. 

* Standard Oll retains Roosevelt’s venom- 
ous hatred for reasons well known té the 
inside, but the greatest trust in America 
receives his approbation and consent to in- 
crease its holdings. | 

“ Fortunately fulminations from the White 
house carry no convitition, because they are 
so perjuring, unfair, and untrue.’ They are 
humiliating not because they are from Mr. 
Roosevelt but because théy are from the 
presidency. The office degraded. The peo- 
ple are covered with shame. 

“Little postmasters are removed for en- 
gaging in politics. Most of the business of 
the presidential office is devoted to political 
campaigns. Cabinets are called, interviews 
are furnished, telephone and telegraph wires 
are kept hot, and clerical forces worked far 
into night. 

Refers to Hearst Charges. 

“If the newspaper correspondents are to 
be believed, our®‘ square deal’ president is 
chafing at the bit to go upon the platform.

But honest and thought- 
ful men who are not hiding facts to promote 
a cause remember the conditions of brigand- 
age in the legislatures when men in every 
state ‘held up’ industrial and transit cor- 
porations and demanded thelr money or 
their lives. The only protection representa- 
tives of corporate interests had was by their 
wits and the circumvention of such pirates 
by defeating bad laws and promoting good 
ones. The lobby of the legislature was more 
the work of legislators than of corporations. 
There would have been no wicked buying if 
there had not been wicked selling—a oplling 
that forced buying and pripe.

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TAGGART IS HEARST’S TARGET 


Editor on ‘Way to Salt Lake City 
to Make Another Speech, 


SAYS HE HAS MORE PROOF. 


Illinois List of Bryan Business League 
Shows Some Mistakes. 


The next Hearst explosion is looked for at 
Salt Lake City, Utah, Thursday night. Mr. 
Hearst was in Chicago yesterday on his way 
to the Mormon capital. 

According to the best information availa- 
ble Thomas Taggart, former chairman of the 
democratic national committee, and mem- 
ber of the executive committee of the pres- 
ent body, is to be the target at which the 
Hearst guns will be aimed. The founder of 
the independence party has made casual 
references to Mr. Taggart in former speeches, 
but this time the Indlana statesman is to 
be the text. 

It is also stated that, while Mr. Taggart’'s 
connection with the French Lick springs, at 
which a gambling house was maintained 
until Gov. Hanly interfered, will be men- 
tioned as a part of a political biography, it 
will by no means form the major or more 
serious part of the Hearst remarks. 

The investigations which the newspaper 
publisher is reported as having had made 
into the actions of the manager of the last 
democratic campaign, are understood to go 
more to his record as mayor of Indianapolis, 
chairman of the democratic state committee, 
and chairman of the national committee and 
matters of a private-public character, grow- 
ing out of his public positiona, but relating 
to his personal affairs. 


Democrats Scent Trouble. 

As soon as Mr. Hearst’s presence was 
known to the democratic managers they evi- 
dently scented more trouble. They did not 
know exactly what kind of trouble was com- 
ing, but did their best to forestall it by send- 
ing out this official bulletin: 

“The recent literary effortea from the. pen 
of President Roosevelt, which were based 
on charges and statements made by William 
R. Hearst, demonstrate thoroughly one 
thing: It is that there iga working agreement, 
or at least an understanding, between the re- 
publican party as represented by the presi- 
dent and Mr. Hearst, who is opposed to Mr. 
Bryan, to aid in the election of Mr. Taft. 

‘Furthermore, Mr. Hearst is being used 
to eliminate from the present campaign Sena- 
tor Foraker,’ who is personally objectionable 
to the president. Upon the bare assertion 
of Mr. Hearst, and without any collaterai 
testimony, the president proceeds to base 
his insinuations and conclusions.” 

Mr. Hearst simply rermarked: ‘‘I am giad 
to see that aga result of some things I have 
said both the old parties have turned on each 
other to reveal their corruption and insin- 
cerity.” 

Hearst Has More Letters. 

Asked if he had any more ammunition 
stored in his magazine, Mr. Mearst replied: 

“Yes. I have some more evidence along 
similar lines. A good deal of the matter I 
shall use in future addresses, however, is 
largely of-a corroborative nature.”’ 

Mr. Hearst leaves for Salt Lake City this 
morning and expects to be joined there by 
John Temple Graves. On Friday they will 
both go to Denver, and to Topeka, Kas., on 
Saturday.

deposits. He opposed the establishment of 
postal savings banks on the ground that it

He favored the guaranty bank 
deposit plan in order to avert the establish- 
ment of the postal savings banks and de- 
clared that the bankers of the country 
would have to face one or the other of these 
issues.

TEST FOR OKLAHOMA BANK LAW: 


“Appeal from State Tribunal Docketed in 
| United States Supreme Court— 
_ Haskell Chief Defendant. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 28.—The appeal 
of the Noble State bank of Oklahoma from 
‘the decision of the Supreme court of that 
‘ state in the proceeding of the bank to test the 
constitutionelity of the Oklahoma bank guar- 
antee law was docketed in the Supreme court 
of the United States today. Gov. Haskell, 
g@® chairman of the state banking board, is 
made the principal defendant. 

The case originated in the Logan county 
“District co court of Oklahoma, which court sus- 
tained a demurrer and refused to grant the 
injunction asked for by the bank. The case 
Was appealed to the Supreme court of the 
=. where the decision of the County court 

was affirmed. The Supreme court held that 
“the law Was contrary neither to the federal 
nor to the state constitution. 

Much interest is felt in the case because of 
the prominence that has been given to the 
bank guarantee plank of the democratic na- 
tional convention and because Mr. Bryan has 
laid especial stress upon it.

COLOR LINE IN MORE SCHOOLS 


Reports from Two Buildings Tell 
of Its Appearance. 


ASK FOR RACE ‘SEGREGATION 


President Sehneider Repeats Condem- 
nation of ‘‘Jim Crow’’ Plan. 


Reports from two more elementary school 
buildings tncreased the perplexity of the 


“ color Hine’ yesterday. 

In the néighborhood of the Moseley school 
it was learned a movement is on foot among 
the parents of white pupils to cause a shift- 
ing of school boundaries so that most of the 
white children will be sent to the John R. 
Drake school, at Calumet avenue and Twen- 
ty-eixth street. 

At the Copernicus school, a new building 
at West Sixtieth and Throop streets, the 
feeling between the whites and the negroes 
is intense, according to Principal Cora Ca- 
verno. and clashes between the two have 
cemanding a division of the races. 

The Moseley school is at Michigan avenue 
and Twenty-fourth street, near the heart of 
a densely populated negro neighborhood. 
Of ‘the total enrollment, it is said, more than 
50 per eent are negroes, and in many of the 
classrooms there are not more than half a 
dozen white children. Several meetings of 
parents have been held in the region about 
the school, and plans now are under way 
for sending a delegation to ask the school 
board for the desired change im the two 
school districts. 


“Always Having Fights.” 

“They ré always having fights at school,” 
said a Moseley pupil, a 15 year old girl, yes- 
terday, “In my room there are only three 
or four of us that are white. I wish we could 
go over to the Drake school, but I don’tisup- 
pose they'll let us.” 

The Copernicus school, which was opened 
recently, has a negro enrollment of about 30 
per cent. The white and negro pupils, it ts 
reported, have an attitude of armed net- 
trality which gives way every few daysto an 
cpen fight, No official complaint has been 
made to the school board, but parents and 
property owners in the district are planning 
to take up the matter within a few weeks if it 
is not relieved. 

The protests aroused last week by the 
transfer of 159 children from elementary 
rooms in the Lake High school to the Han- 
cock school, where about 10 per cent of the 
pupils are negroes, had their effect on the 
school officials. Following a conference be- 
tween Ald. Michael McInerney and Supt. 
Cooley orders were given in the morring for 
the returm of the children te thelr rooms 
in the Lake building. 

“This solves the difficulty for the present.” 
said District Supt. Orville T., Bright. “* We 
found. that two of the rooms in the Lake 
building are hot needed at once, and that they 
can be used for first grade pupils.”’ 

A report that the teaching force of the 
Keith school and many residents of the neigh- 
borhood had expressed themselves In favor of 
segregating the races in the schools hrought 
rome reflections from President Schnelder in 
tue afternoon. 

“I see they're giving it to me for what I 
e2id about a clean negro and a dirty white 
boy,”’ he said. “ Well, I stand by what I 
said. It’s right, ien’t it? And as for segrega- 
tion, that’s ridiculous. You can't segregate 
in the public schoola, It’s contrary to state 
law. Think of having ‘Jim Crow’ schools 
in Chicago!”

Againthe 
clerk \in the receiving ward and the clerk 
in the warden's office declared that ino such 
patient had been received and Brittain 
again sought the aid of the Maxwell street 
police. 


Inquirers Are Puzzled. 

In reply to the question of the desk ser- 
geant, a clerk at the hospital sald Green- 
baum had been received, but had been at- 
tended and sent home. Brittain and Quayle 
then went to Greenbaum’s residente, only 
to learn that he was not there and ho news 
of his injury had been received. 
Thoroughly puegied, the two men returned 
downtown to Brittain’s office, where a short 
time later they received a telephone message 
from Greenbaum stating that he was at the 
county hospital and wanted them to come to 
him. Again they went to the hospital, and 
this time they found the injured man in the 
reception room. He complained that he had 
not been properly attended and asked them to 
take him to a physician. They took him to 
the office of Dr. R. M. Fletcher in the Postal 
Telegraph building.
